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From  the  President 


Since  the  last  "Colinian" ,  many  things  have 
happened.  Some  of  those  things  have  been 
very  good  and  some  have  been  very  bad. 
The  good  things  first!  Last  spring,  on  April 
16,  2005  our  Eta  Omega  Chapter  of  Phi  Theta  Kappa 
was  recognized  at  the  PTK  International  Convention  in 
Grapevine,  Texas  as  the  "Most  Distinguished  Chapter'" 
of  PTK  in  the  world.  We  are  excited  about  that  recogni- 
tion -  Eta  Omega  is  the  only  Mississippi  chapter  that  has 
received  such  recognition!  It  is  significant  to  note  that 
Eta  Omega  was  recognized  as  the  "Most  Distinguished,, 
in  1989  also!  We  congratulate  this  group  of  young  peo- 
ple and  their  advisors  on  this  outstanding  accomplish- 
ment! 

We  graduated  533   students  from  Co-Lin  at  the 
Natchez  and  Wesson  campuses  combined  this  past  year. 
This  is  a  record  number  of  graduates!  And,  given  the 
number  of  students  whose  goal  is  to  transfer 
to  a  university  program  without  actually 
graduating  from  a  two-year  college,  this 
number  of  students  is  quite  significant.  I 
would  be  remiss  if  I  did  not  point  out  the 
great  success  stories  about  our  transfer 
students  who  are  successful  in  complet- 
ing four  year  degrees  at  the  university 
level  with  high  grade  point  averages. 
That  only  illustrates  how  outstanding  our 
instructional  program  is  at  Co-Lin. 

We  received  a  letter  from  the 
Commission  on  Colleges  for  the 
Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and 
Schools  (SACS)  in  July  indicating  that 
Co-Lin  had  successfully  completed  the 
Reaffirmation  of  Accreditation  process!  For  those  who 
are  not  familiar  with  this  process,  SACS  is  one  of  eleven 
Regional  Associations  in  the  United  States  which 
accredits  institutions.  The  accreditation  process  is 
extremely  important,  in  that  it  assures  students  who 
attend  accredited  institutions  of  having  all  credits  earned 
honored  by  other  institutions  upon  transfer.  Once  an 
institution  has  been  accredited,  it  must  go  through  an 
evaluation  every  ten  years  to  be  "reaffirmed."  Co-Lin 
just  completed  that  ten  year  cycle  and  was  the  first  pub- 
lic community  college  in  Mississippi  to  complete  the 
process  under  the  new  guidelines  adopted  by  SACS  at 
the  annual  convention  in  200 1 ,  which  was  made  effec- 
tive two  years  ago.  The  college  faired  quite  well  in  the 
final  analysis,  with  no  required  follow-up  other  than  the 
five  year  routine  review.  My  thanks  go  to  Dr.  Ronnie 


Nettles,  Ken  Chapman  and  Dr.  Cathy  Ellett  for  their 
untiring  efforts  in  guiding  us  through  this  process. 
Thanks  also  to  the  many  other  people  who  were  a  very 
active  part  of  this  two-year  long  process! 

We  had  a  7%  enrollment  increase  for  the  college  dis- 
trict in  the  fall  of  2005.  After  an  enrollment  decline  in 
2004,  the  college  formed  several  work  groups  to  look  at 
recruitment  issues  and  marketing  plans  to  determine 
how  the  college  can  better  serve  all  segments  of  the  pop- 
ulation. Several  improvements  have  been  made,  includ- 
ing the  allocation  of  scholarship  money  for  the  non-tra- 
ditional students  who  have  not  been  eligible  for  several 
scholarships  that  are  typically  reserved  for  recent  high 
school  graduates.  The  enrollment  increase  for  the  cur- 
rent year  is  a  direct  result  of  much  of  this  hard  work. 
Accolades  go  to  the  Counseling  Center,  Angela  Furr,  the 
newly  appointed  Recruiter,  and  to  several  faculty  and 
staff  members  who  made  follow-up  contacts 
with  prospective  students  this  past  sum- 
mer. 

We  opened  the  Simpson  County  Center 
for  classes  in  August  of  this  year  with  a 
beginning  enrollment  of  228  students. 
On  October  18  the  first  building  at  that 
site  was  dedicated  in  honor  of  Mr.  R.S 
Parker  of  Magee.  Mr.  Parker  served  on 
the  Co-Lin  Board  of  Trustees  for  29 
years.  During  that  time  he  served  in  var- 
ious positions  of  leadership,  including 
Secretary  and  Vice  Chairman  of  the 
Board.  The  Simpson  County  Center 
(SCC)  is  under  the  able  leadership  of  Dr. 
Billy  Stewart  as  Dean,  with  a  staff  of  14 
full-time  employees  at  that  campus,  all  fully  qualified  to 
teach  and  to  carry  out  other  functions  as  assigned  in 
their  areas  of  responsibility.  It  will  be  exciting  to  watch 
this  Center  grow  and  serve  a  larger  number  of  Simpson 
County  citizens. 

We  had  a  wonderful  Homecoming  on  the  weekend 
of  October  1,  2005.  On  Friday  evening  three  groups 
met:  about  70  former  athletes  and  friends  met  to  honor 
Alton  Ricks  and  M.K.  Turk,  former  basketball  coaches 
at  Co-Lin;  about  50  former  band  members  met  to  com- 
memorate the  Stanley  Stewart  Band  Era  at  Co-Lin;  and 
about  35  members  of  the  854m  Medical  Collecting 
Company  met  for  their  annual  reunion.  Saturday  morn- 
ing was  full  of  activities,  beginning  with  the  induction 
of  four  individuals  into  the  Athletic   Hall  of  Fame.

Izard  broke  ground  for  women  in  coaching

She  wasn't  much  older  than  the  freshman  dominated 
team  members,  but  Becky  McLeod  Izard  coached  the 
Co-Lin  women's  basketball  team  to  a  state  championship 
in  1946  at  a  time  when  there  were  very  few  women 
coaches  in  community  colleges. 

"Back  in  those  days  we  didn't  recruit.  They  just  walked 
in,  and  it  just  so  happened  that  they  were  all  tall  and 
good,"  she  remembered.  "I  stood  in  the  middle  in  the 
team  picture  and  looked  like  a  midget." 

At  21  and  fresh  out  of  Mississippi  University  for 
Women,  she  earned  Co-Lin  to  the  college's  seventh  state 
championship  and  the  first  in  eight  years.  At  least  three  of 
my  players  are  now  in  Co-Lin's  Sports  Hall  of  Fame,  she 
said.  "There  may  be  more,  but  I  know  Juanita  Walker 
Warren,  Pauline  Taylor  Stokes  and  Sue  Echols 
Vanderford  have  been  inducted,"  she  said.  Izard  also 
taught  physical  education  and  was  the  instructor  in  an 
English  class  for  students  returning  to  college  from 
World  War  II. 

She  only  coached  at  Co-Lin  one  year,  but  the  team 
under  the  leadership  of  F.  M.  Fortenberry  repeated  a  state 
championship  in  1947.  Fortenberry  later  became  presi- 
dent of  the  college. 

It  only  took  that  one  year  to  find  her  future  husband. 
She  walked  into  the  teacher's  lounge  to  get  her  mail  and 
was  met  by  a  stranger  who  had  returned  to  campus  to 
visit  his  former  teachers.  Carl  Izard,  now  deceased,  a 
1942  Co-Lin  graduate,  made  arrangements  to  sit  at  the 
faculty  dining  table  that  evening.  "One  thing  led  to 
another,"  she  said. 

The  next  year  she  went  back  to  MUW  as  a  physical 
education  instructor.  They  were  married  after  his  gradua- 
tion from  Mississippi  State  where  he  was  attending  after 
a  tour  of  duty  in  the  Air  Force.  He  became  associate 
Extension  Service  county  agent  in  Pike  County.  They 
have  two  children,  Susan  Knight  of  Byron  and  Jane 
Turner  of  Clinton  and  four  grandchildren. 

She  came  to  Southwest  Community  College  and 
coached  that  team  to  a  state  championship  in  1954. 
During  the  1954  championship  game,  the  opposing  coach 
angrily  proclaimed  to  his  team,  "I  don't  want  the  only

woman  coach  to  beat 
me,"  she  said.  "It  did- 
n't do  him  any  good." 
The  following  year, 
after    an     undefeated 
season,  the  state  cham- 
pionship  was   discon- 
tinued   and    women's 
basketball    was    soon 
eliminated  at  commu- 
nity    colleges.     Izard 
retired    in     1977     from 
McComb  High  School  as 
a  physical  education  teacher,  a  job  she  took  "temporari- 

iy." 

Izard  remains  very  active  including  tennis,  golf  and 
working  part-time  at  a  travel  agency.  She  was  selected 
one  of  24  senior  citizens  in  the  state  to  be  honored  at  the 
Mississippi  Ageless  Heroes  ceremonies  last  year. 

"I'm  trying  to  shoot  in  the  80s,  since  I  am  in  my  80s," 
Izard  said  of  her  golf  game.  I  can  get  40  on  the  first  nine 
or  the  last  nine,  but  I  can't  seem  to  put  them  together  for 
an  80s  game,  she  said.  She  plays  golf  three  or  four  times 
a  week.  Several  years  ago  she  was  the  honorary  starter 
for  the  Co-Lin  Women's  Homecoming  Golf  Tournament. 

She  continues  to  play  tennis  a  couple  of  time  a  week. 
Izard  represented  Mississippi  in  the  Senior  Cup  in  her 
age  group,  was,  with  a  partner,  the  Southern  Clay  Course 
Champion  and  placed  fourth  in  the  National  Senior 
Olympics  for  her  age  group. 

She's  also  unafraid  to  defend  herself.  When  a  robber 
kicked  in  her  bedroom  door  a  few  years  ago,  she  reached 
for  a  small  .22  caliber  rifle  she  had  owned  since  she  was 
a  child.  "They  say  you're  supposed  to  wait  until  you  see 
the  white  of  their  eyes.  I  didn't.  I  shot  when  I  saw  the 
white  of  his  t-shirt."  The  intruder,  wounded  in  the  shoul- 
der, yelled  and  ran. 

She  called  the  police,  and  they  would  not  agree  to 
come  unless  she  put  the  rifle  down.  "I  lied  so  they  would 
come.  I  wasn't  going  to  put  the  gun  down.  The  man 
might  come  back."

The  Co-Lin  Athletic  Alumni  Association  inducted  four 
new  members  into  the  Co-Lin  Sports  Hall  of  Fame  dur- 
ing ceremonies  at  the  2005  Homecoming.  New  member 
are  Eddie  Beach,  Stanley  "Bull"  Day,  deceased,  Lee 
Dixon  and  Jim  Robbins. 

Beach  was  Outstanding  Full-Back  and  leading  rusher 
for  the  Co-Lin  Wolves  in  1955-57.  He  played  in  the 
Hospitality  Bowl  in  which  Co-Lin  defeated  Tyler  (Texas) 
Junior  College.  He  was  cited  as  Most  Outstanding  Player 
by  the  news  media.  Beach  also  ran  the  mile  relay  and 
high  hurdles. 

Beach  is  a  cattle  farmer  and  brick  contractor  in  the 
Brookhaven  area.  He  has  been  very  active  in  the  Co-Lin 
Athletic  Alumni  Association,  is  a  volunteer  for  mission 
building  projects  both  with  Macedonia  Baptist  Church 
and  First  Baptist  Church  and  is  active  in  other  civic  areas 
including  the  Exchange  Club.  Beach  and  his  wife,  Virgie, 
have  one  son,  Randy,  (deceased)  and  two  grandchildren. 

Day  was  All-State  Fullback  in  1932  while  playing  for 
the  Co-Lin  Wolves.  After  Co-Lin  Day  played  for 
Mississippi  State  as  first  string  fullback  and  was  a  place 
kicking  specialist. 

Day,  a  native  of  the  Zetus  community  of  Lincoln 
County,  lived  and  worked  in  the  Brookhaven  area.  He 
died  in  1994.  He  was  active  in  the  Lions  Club  and  the 
chamber  of  commerce.  He  owned  a  service  station  in 
Brookhaven,  served  on  the  Brookhaven  Police  force  and 
retired  from  mobile  home  construction. 

Day  was  married  to  Marjorie  Newman  Day.  He  had 
three  daughters,  Nan  Elaine  Francis,  Carolyn  Marie  Day 
(deceased)  and  Stanley  Sue  McDonald,  10  grandchildren 
and  seven  great-grandchildren.  His  award  was  accepted 
by  his  daughter,  Sue. 


Dixon  was  an  All-State,  All-Region,  and  team  Most 
Valuable  Player  for  the  Co-Lin  Wolves  in  1974.  After  Co- 
Lin  he  played  for  Hardin  Simmons  University  where  he 
made  1976  All  American,  District  6  All-Star,  and  team 
most  valuable  player.  He  led  the  nation  in  scoring  and 
rebounding  in  early  1975  and  1976. 

Dixon  was  drafted  number  six  by  the  Philadelphia 
76ers  in  1976  but  was  released.  He  played  with  the 
Harlem  Globetrotters  from  1976-78.  Dixon  lives  in 
Abilene,  Texas,  and  has  a  daughter  and  two  grandchil- 
dren.

Simpson  County  Center 


Dedication  ceremonies  for  the  R.  S.  Parker  Academic  Building  and 
the  Fred  and  Jewett  Taylor  Library  at  Copiah-Lincoln  Community 
College's  new  Simpson  County  Center  were  held  Tuesday,  Oct.  18  at 
2  p.m.  The  Center  is  located  at  151  Co-Lin  Drive  off  Highway  49 
between  Magee  and  Mendenhall  at  Legion  Lake. 

The  $4.17  million  facility  houses  eight  general  classrooms,  three 
computer  labs,  two  science  labs,  one  medical-related  lab,  a  spacious 
library,  large  multipurpose  room  as  well  as  twenty  faculty  and  admin- 
istrative offices,  conference  room,  bookstore,  dining  area  and  an 
admissions/business  office  suite. 

The  35,000  square  foot  facility  employs  14  full-time  employees,  5 
student  workers,  one  Senior  Aide  and  enrolls  228  students  in  on- 
ground  classes,  on-line  classes,  night  classes,  and  dual  enrollment 
classes. 

A  full  array  of  academic  classes  follows  a  four-day  per  week  meet- 
ing schedule.  Students  are  able  to  be  a  full-time  student  while  attend- 
ing classes  a  maximum  of  four  days.  The  Center  offers  three  career- 
technical  programs-Licensed  Practical  Nursing.  Business  and  Office 
Technology  and  Health  Care  Assistant. 

R.  Sidney  Parker  Academic  Building 
The  initial  academic  building  at  the  Center  is  dedicated  to  longtime 
Copiah-Lincoln  Community  College  board  member  R.  Sidney  Parker 
of  Magee. 

Mr.  Parker  represent- 
ed Simpson  County  on 
the  Copiah-Lincoln 
Board  of  Trustees  from 
April  1972  until  April 
2001.  In  his  29  years  of 
service  to  the  college, 
he  served  as  the  board 
secretary  (1984-1988) 
and  as  the  Board's  vice 
chairman  (1988-2001). 
A  graduate  of  Magee 
High  School,  Parker 
attended  Mississippi 
College  and  the 
University  of  Southern 
Mississippi.  He  taught

school  at  Shady  Grove  in  Smith  County  and  at  Old  Hickory  in 
Simpson  County. 

Mr.  Parker  then  enlisted  in  Army  Officers  Training  at  Fort  Lee,  Va. 
and  was  drafted  in  the  fall  of  1942.  He  spent  seven  months  in  Italy  dur- 
ing World  War  II  and  was  discharged  in  November  of  1945. 

After  returning  to  Magee,  Mr.  Parker  initially  went  back  to  teach- 
ing. In  1946,  he  joined  State  Guaranty  as  a  bookkeeper.  Parker  retired 
from  State  Guaranty  in  1984  as  vice  president,  just  one  year  before  the 
merger  with  Trustmark  National  Bank,  and  continued  as  an  advisor  for 
the  bank. 

Mr.  Parker  has  been  an  active  member  of  numerous  civic  clubs  and 
organizations  in  the  Magee  and  Simpson  County  community  for  many 
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years .  He  has  been  a  member  of  First  Baptist  Church  in  Magee  for  over 
60  years.  He  has  served  as  Sunday  school  director  for  over  25  years,  as 
a  deacon,  and  as  the  chairman  of  deacons. 

He  and  his  wife,  Mary  Nell,  are  the  parents  of  two  daughters, 
Barbara  Worrell  of  Magee  and  Marilyn  Salsman  of  Crocker,  Missouri. 
They  also  have  four  grandchildren. 

The  Fred  and  Jewett  Taylor  Library 

The  Fred  and  Jewett  Taylor  Library  currently  houses  a  collection  of 
5,000  books  and  periodicals  as  well  as  and  six  computers  that  are  avail- 
able for  on-line  research  and  Internet,  as  well  as  Co-Lin  resources  and 
MAGNOLIA.  The  library  is  fully-automated  with  the  SIRSI  library 
management  system,  a  periodical  collection  and  a  study  room.  The 
library  at  the  Center  was  established  using  a  generous  gift  of  $150,000 
from  the  estate  of  the  late  Fred  Taylor  and  his  wife,  Jewett,  who  resides 
in  Oxford. 

A  native  of  Gallman,  Mr.  Taylor  was  an  outstanding  athlete  in  foot- 
ball, basketball,  and  baseball  at  Copiah-Lincoln  in  1925-26. 

He  attended  Mississippi  State  University  in  1927  and  transferred  to 
Transylvania  University  in  Lexington,  Kentucky,  where  he  received  a 
BA.  in  economics  in  1931. 

Mr.  Taylor  has  been  honored  by  numerous  organizations  including 
induction  into  the  Mississippi  Agriculture  and  Forestry  Museum  Hall 
of  Fame  in  (1984),  Citizen  of  the  Year  for  the  Oxford-Lafayette 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  Copaih-Lincoln's  Sports  Hall  of  Fame 
(1989),  Copiah-Lincoln's  Foundation  Hall  of  Fame  with  his  wife, 
Jewett  (1998),  Copiah-Lincoln  's  Alumnus  of  the  Year  (2000)  and 
Copiah-Lincoln's  Distinguished  Alumni  Leaders  (2003). 

He  was  a  life  insurance  general  agent  in  Evans ville  and  Kokomo, 
Indiana,  from  1 934- 1 958,  at  which  time  he  retired  to  operate  their  600- 
acre  registered  cattle  farm  in  Oxford.  The  Taylors  restored  an  1842 
antebellum  home.  Sunset  Hill,  in  1958,  where  they  resided  until  Mr. 
Taylor's  death. 

The  Taylor's  have  given  three  of  the  largest  gifts  the  Copiah-

A  "scrumptious"  2006  NLCC  will  explore 
Southern  food,  drink  in  history, 
literature,  film,  food 


Taste  buds  in  the  Deep  South  favor  biscuits,  gumbo,  sweet 
tea,  bourbon  balls,  fried  chicken,  tomato  aspic,  pecan  pie,  mint 
juleps  and  other  foods  and  beverages  so  popular  they  have 
become  icons.  When  mentioned,  they  actually  represent  the 
region. 

With  striking  symbolism  and  emotional  weight,  food  and 
drink  show  up  eveiywhere  in  Southern  history,  literature  and 
film. 

What  do  these  foods  and  beverages  tell  about  the  South? 
What  do  their  history  and  regional  variations  reveal? 

"You  can  find  out  at  the  2006  Natchez  Literary  and  Cinema 
Celebration,"  said  Carolyn  Vance  Smith  of  Copiah-Lincoln 
Community  College  in  Natchez.  In  1990  Smith  and  others  at 
Co-Lin  founded  the  NLCC,  which  has  won  an  Olympic  Award 
and  two  state  tourism  awards  for  outstanding  programming. 


The  17th  NLCC  is  set  for  Feb.  23-26, 2006,  using  the  theme, 
"Biscuits,  Gumbo,  Sweet  Tea,  and  Bourbon  Balls:  Southern 
Food  and  Drink  in  History,  Literature,  and  Film." 

Headquarters  are  the  Natchez  Convention  Center  in  down- 
town Natchez.  A  pre-conference  session  called  "The  Mississippi 
Hot  Tamale  Trail"  will  be  at  Co-Lin  Natchez  at  1 1  a.m.,  Feb.  22. 
This  session  is  co-sponsored  by  Co-Lin,  Student  Support 
Services  and  the  NLCC. 

A  post-conference  session  called  The  Ellen  Douglas  Writing 
Workshops  will  also  take  place  on  the  Co-Lin  Natchez  campus 
on  Feb.  26. 

Throughout  the  conference,  programs  will  explore  all  manner 
of  Southern  foods  and  beverages,  Smith  said. 

"We  are  very  grateful  to  John  T.  Edge,  Director  of  the 
Southern  Foodways  Alliance  at  the  Center  for  the  Study  of 
Southern  Culture  at  Ole  Miss,  who  helped  develop  the  confer- 
ence program,"  Smith  said.

Writing,  Generations:  An  American  Family,  The

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Verucchi  loves  title  of  small-town  doctor

To  say  that  Dr.  Matthew  Verucchi  has  begun  his  medical 
profession  modestly  is  an  understatement. 

Dressed  in  khaki  slacks,  casual  shoes  and  a  Mississippi 
State  University  polo  shirt,  Verucchi 's  new  office  is  in  the 
back  -  very  back  -  of  the  Family  Medical  Group  clinic  near 
downtown  Meadville.  He  shares  his  space  with  the  medical 
records,  a  filing  cabinet  and  boxes  of  supplies. 

Yet,  Verucchi,  a  graduate  of  Copiah-Lincoln  Community 
College's  Natchez  Campus,  is  exactly  where  he  wants  to  be 
at  this  early  stage  of  his  medical  profession. 

"I've  always  wanted  to  come  home  and  be  a  small-town 
doctor.  I  like  to  be  somewhere  where  I  know  everybody," 
said  Verucchi,  who  is  known  around  the  clinic  as  "Dr. 
Matt." 

He  said,  "It's  easier  to  get  to  know  everybody  else  in  a 
small  community;  this  environment  is  more  conducive  to  be 
a  family  physician.  Besides,  it  suits  my  lifestyle." 

Verucchi  takes  pride  in  being  a  family  man  being  close  to 
both  his  parents,  Donnie  and  Carol  Verucchi  who  live  in 
Natchez  where  Verucchi  grew  up.  Verucchi  and  his  wife, 
Karen,  a  physical  therapist,  have  two  daughters,  Maria  Ann, 
and  Madeline  Grace,  a  newborn. 

Verucchi  knew  early  that  he  had  a  fondness  for  medicine. 

"There  was  this  game  when  I  was  growing  up.  It  was 
called  'Operation.'  That  was  absolutely  my  favorite  game 
growing  up,"  said  Verucchi. 

He  added,  "My  whole  life  I've  been  interested  in  science 
and  biology.  I  always  volunteered  to  gut  the  deer  (after  a 
kill)  and  search  through  the  gut-bucket.  It  sounds  gross,  but 
it's  true.  I  always  wanted  to  see  how  things  work." 

His  desire  for  a  profession  in  medicine  was  sparked  by 
observing  Natchez  surgeon  Dr.  Robert  Barnes,  for  whom 
Verucchi 's  mother  worked. 

"I  watched  some  office  surgeries  and  I  went  to  the  OR 
(operating  room)  with  him  and  stood  back  and  watched 
some  surgeries.  That  convinced  me  that  without  a  doubt  that 
(medicine)  is  what  I  wanted  to  do." 

He  was  a  student  at  Cathedral  High  School  then  and  real- 
ized his  grades  were  in  the  B  range,  not  the  A  range  that  he 
was  capable  of  achieving  and  needed  for  medical  school. 
So,  he  enrolled  at  Co-Lin  Natchez  in  the  fall  of  1993. 

"At  Co-Lin,  I  realized  that  college  basically  was  going  to 
determine  what  I  was  going  to  do  the  rest  of  my  life.  I  start- 
ed studying  hard  and  had  a  great  GPA  (grade  point  average) 
and  realized  that  academically  I  could  do  medicine." 

Verucchi  said  that  not  following  friends  to  out-of-area 
schools  helped  him  focus  on  school  work  here.  "I  wasn't  off 
partying,"  he  said. 

He  graduated  at  Co-Lin  in  1994  with  a  near-perfect  aver- 
age, transferred  to  Mississippi  State  University  where  he 
graduated  magna  cum  laude  in   1996  with  a  bachelor's 


degree  in  microbiolo- 
gy. During  that  sum- 
mer, he  worked  as  an 
emergency  room 
technician  while  wait- 
ing for  his  acceptance 
into  medical  school. 

"It  was  pretty  exciting  getting  the  acceptance  letter,"  he 
said.  "It  was  one  of  those  things  ...  you  get  a  letter  and 
you're  scared  to  open  it;  you  don't  know  what's  in  there.  I 
remember  my  parents  being  as  about  as  excited  as  I  had  ever 
seen  them." 

He  attended  University  Medical  School  in  Jackson,  then 
relocated  to  Tupelo  where  he  performed  his  three-year  resi- 
dency at  the  North  Mississippi  Medical  Center. 

It  was  there  he  confirmed  his  desire  to  be  a  family  physi- 
cian. He  spent  a  month  at  a  family  clinic  on  the  coast.  "It 
was  my  favorite  rotation  (from  the  hospital);  "I  loved  the 
clinic  and  I  was  impressed  with  the  guys  I  worked  with  and 
how  much  they  knew.  They  knew  something  about  every- 
thing." 

He  also  learned  of  the  need  for  family  physicians,  partic- 
ularly in  such  small  communities  as  Meadville. 

In  his  residency,  Verucchi  also  learned  something  valu- 
able about  himself. 

"I  had  one  lady  who  was  my  patient  who  was  in  her  early 
50s.  She  just  seemed  to  have  every  problem  known  to  man. 
She  was  always  calling  and  always  there  (in  the  hospital). 
I'd  walk  in  there  and  her  name  would  be  on  the  board  (of 
patients  needing  care),  and  I'd  say  to  myself,  'Gosh,  not 
again.'  So  I  said  to  myself,  'All  right  . . .  clear  your  head  and 
do  the  best  you  can  do.'  I'd  sit  down  and  listen  to  her  and  try 
to  address  her  complaints." 

Verucchi  said,  "Before  I  graduated,  she  told  me  she  had 
quit  smoking  and  began  exercising  and  that  she  was  feeling 
great  and  that  lots  of  her  problems  were  gone.  She  was  sin- 
cerely thankful,  and  that  meant  something.  I  actually  made 
a  difference.  Even  though  it  seemed  to  me  that  sometimes 
she  was  just  complaining,  I  guess  she  needed  someone  to 
talk  to.  It  actually  meant  something  to  her.  I  actually  did 
some  good." 

So,  Verucchi  has  fully  embraced  the  small-town  physi- 
cian profession  and  lifestyle.  He  and  his  family  have  a  home 
just  down  the  road  from  Franklin  County  Memorial 
Hospital;  someday  he  hopes  to  have  a  house  near  a  hunting 
camp. 

He  now  can  walk  through  the  clinic  calling  the  staff  and 
patients  by  their  first  names. 

"This  has  always  been  my  plan:  to  grow  old  as  a  small- 
town doctor  and  spend  time  with  my  family."
